With  justifiable  pride  does  our  school  of  nursing  function  under  outstanding  leadership 
and  guidance  of  Dean  Gipe.  Her  record  is  a  testimony  of  her  admirable  abilities;  she 
has  held  various  high  administrative  positions  encompassing  both  nursing  service  and 
nursing  education.

Though  active  in  many 
professional  organizations,    it  has  been  especially  through  her  work  with  the  South- 
ern Regional  Educational  Board  and  the  Graduate  School  of  the  University  that  Dean 
Gipe  has  been  responsible  for  the  initiation  and  development  of  graduate  curricula 
leading  to  the  Master  of  Science  degree  in  Nursing.  In  addition  to  holding  membership 
in  an  impressive  array  of  scholastic  and  professional  honorary  societies.   Dr.  Gipe 
has  received  many  commendations  from  various  community  groups  and  civic  organiza- 
tions on  behalf  of  her  worthy  contributions,   through  nursing  education,   to  the  improve- 
ment of  nursing  care  rendered  to  patients.  Certainly  her  outstanding  administrative 
skills,    creative  initative,   and  sincere  dedication  have  in  great  measure  advanced  the 
nursing  profession,    in  theory,   scope,   and  practice.

DMINISTRATION 


THE  ADMINISTRATION  THROUGH 
THE  YEARS.  .  . 


The  University  of  Maryland  School  of 
Nursing,  the  second  such  school  to  be 
founded  in  the  state,   was  organized  in 
1889  by  Louisa  Parsons,   a  student  of 
Florence  Nightingale.  In  1902,  the 
original  two  year  curriculum  was 
extended  to  three  years.  In  1920,  the 
school  became  a  separate  unit  of  the 
University,  although  it  continued  to  be 
administered  as  a  hospital  school. 
Six  years  later,  a  five  year  combined 
academic  and  nursing  program  was 
instituted.  However,   in  May  ,    1952, 
a  four  year  program  was  organized,  a 
Dean  appointed,  and  faculty  members 
accorded  academic  status.    By  this 
action  the  School  of  Nursing  became  a 
separate  college  in  the  University 
offering  a  curriculum  leading  to  a 
B.S.  degree  in  Nursing.  Following 
this,  the  School  of  Nursing  became  a 
department  of  the  graduate  school  in 
March,    1954. 

These  years  of  experience  in  adminis- 
tration,  plus  ample  appreciation  of  the 
role  of  the  nurse  contrived  from  per- 
sonal experience,  have  endowed  the 
administrative  staff  with  keen  insight 
into  the  function  of  a  school  of  nursing. 
But  this  is  not  enough,  thus  the  admin- 
istrative program  is  ever  changing, 
ever  striving  for  improvement.

To  My  Dear  Graduates  in  the  School  of  Nursing  of  1966 

Time  and  tide  wait  for  no  man!  It  is  hard  to  realize  that  I,  with  some  other 
members  of  the  faculty,  have  participated  at  twenty-one  graduation  exercises  for 
University  of  Maryland  nurses.    These  graduates  have  gone  into  the  immediate 
community  and  in  fact  all  over  the  world  to  practice  their  chosen  work.    Your  group, 
the  Class  of  1966,  will  be  my  last  as  Dean  of  the  School  of  Nursing  of  the  University. 

Your  potent  objective,  today,  must  be  the  same  as  it  was  when  I  came  to  the 
University  of  Maryland  twenty  years  ago.  This  objective  you  already  know  has 
prevailed  always  in  professional  nursing;  that  is  to  teach  principles  of  health  and  to 
care  for  the  sick  and  the  dying.    You,  I  am  certain,  will  meet  other  tremendous  health 
challenges  in  the  practice  of  nursing,  such  as  being  leaders  in  nursing,  teachers, 
clinical  specialists,  public  health  nurses,  and  others.    Your  final  records  in  this 
University  will  show  that  you  have  been  scientifically  and  artistically  prepared  in  a 
large  and  progressive  Medical  Center  owned  by  the  State  of  Maryland  and  utilized  for 
the  educational  preparation  of  those  students  in  the  health  disciplines  of  which  nursing 
is  a  vital  part.    From  novv  on  your  educational  decisions  for  further  preparation  will  be 
yours . 

Even  though  you  and  I  will  be  separated,  obviously,  I  always  will  have  the 
School  of  Nursing  of  the  University  of  Maryland  as  my  first  and  foremost  interest. 
It  has  been  a  great  joy  and  satisfaction  to  see  an  embryo  group  of  25  students  begin 
in  195  2  to  study  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Nursing.     Now  this  number 
has  increased  to  more  than  600  undergraduate  students,  not  including  the  many 
registered  nurses  from  other  local  and  out-of-state  hospitals  and  health  agencies  — 
more  than  400  of  these  nurses  are  enrolled  each  semester.  A  graduate  program  begun 
in  1956  with  an  enrollment  of  8  students  has  presently  an  enrollment  of  218  students. 
This  program  for  graduate  students  in  nursing  is  the  second  highest  of  any  other 
college  in  the  University. 

The  University  of  Maryland  School  of  Nursing  has  been  well  received 
nationally  and  internationally.    It  will  now  embark  on  a  new  era  because  of  the  many 
new  opportunities  in  the  health  sciences;  and  so  accordingly  will  each  class  of 
graduates  of  this  School  and  other  Schools  of  Nursing,  for  the  poet  has  aptly  said:
